SOCCER matches that involve form 

reversals and upset results are 
always interesting to watch. Prob- 
ng the basic reasons for “shock” 
performances is un even more 70 
warding pastime. 

Both of the matches at Olympic 
Park last weekend produced  dis- 
plays which are necessarily  refer- 
red to in the daily Press as’ shock 
results". But it's not the results 
thal shock, it's the performances. 
For instance, the fact that Mel: 
bourne Deat Hellas 3:2 doesn’t really 
come asa shock. Melbourne has & 
team londed with individual absity 
und its eight draws this season 
show that it has always been on the 
verge of better things, Too often, 
however, Melbourne's five forwards 
played ike strangers who, lke an 
Australian parachuting Intd Siberia, 
‘heeded an interpreter badly. 

‘The shock in this game was not 
Melbourne's good performance, It 
was Hellas’ poor one. Hallas played 
Uke an unfit team: Tt also. played like 
team without purpose. The players 
failed to press home attacks when 
fn the forward area, and thelr att 
tude seemed to be: "We can beat 
Melbourne. without half trying”. By 
the time they woke up to their real 
predicament, it was too late,
